The Associated Press answered that while 
it was in form a corporation, it was essen- 
tially a co-operative society, based on an 
agreement between its members to gather 
and furnish news to each other: that it was 
not engaged in newsgathering as x com- 
mercial enterprise, and that it carried 6& its 
business without any effort at profit-mak- 
ing. It denied that its so-called exclusive 
contracts were in violation to the laws, 
either of the United States, State of Illinois 
or the State of Missouri. 

The opinion sustains the Associated Press 
at every point. It holds that the Associated 
Press is not a monopoly and that it does 
not violate the anti-trust laws of the State 
of Missouri. 

The suit has been pending for a tong time, 
having been brought in December. 1:97. 

The plaintiff took the testimony of Mel- 
ville E. Stone, William M. Laffan and other 
newspaper men, and men familiar with the 
business of newsgathering, and the case 
was tried entirely on the testimony tcken 


by it.

Fred Ziegenhein, secretary to Mayor Zieg- 
enhein, is firm in his contention that Jacob 
Menges of 169 Carr street promised to pay 
$150 of the $500 fine imposed upon his son, 
Henry Menges, to secure his release from | 


the workhouse Nov. 19. | 
Jacob Menges says that he made no such | 
promise, written or verbal. 
In a copy of what Fred Ziegenhein exhib- 


intendent of the workhouse, signed by 
Henry Ziegenhein, mayor, it is stated that 
the reduction of the fine is made “on the 
recommendation of Judge Wislizenus of the 
Second District Police Court.”’

At 4:30 Tuesday afternoon Secretary Zie- | 
genhein became acquainted with the fact 
that Henry Menges at that moment ¥ és | 
behind the bar at his father’s place, JZie- 
genhein said: ‘“‘He will be arrested before 
morning.’” Menges remained there until 
Tuesday night. His father says he does 
not know where he is. 


The Statement of 
Fred Ziegenhein. 

Secretary Fred Ziegenhein stated to the 
Post-Dispatch Wednesday morning that 
Henry Menges, who was released from the 
workhouse Noy, 15, will be returned to that 
institution as soon as men who are now 
hunting for him can get their hands on him. 

“The only way he can escape us will be 


to leave the city,’’ said Mr. Ziegenhein. "EE 
he does this he will be a fugitive from jus- 
tice, and whenever he comes back he will be 
arrested and made to serve out his term 
at the workhouse. 

“Menges was released from the work- 
house on an order from this office, made 
out in a special form whieh has only been | 


‘used twice before, as far as I remember. | 


One of these previous cases was that of, 
John J. McCann, which differed from the | 
Menges case in that McCann was re-; 
leased conditionally, and another case _ in 
which one-half the fine was remitted and 
the prisoner was released, to be returned 
if the amount was not paia. The money 
was paid promptly tn this case. 

‘Had it not been for the confidence I felt 
in the elder Menges and in those who jp: 
titioned for clemency to his son, I should 
have required some sort of a security for 
his son's return before I allowed his re- 
lease. I have a witness who will make af- 
fidavit that when I asked Menges if he 
‘could pay the amount In a few days, he re- 
plied = the affirmative.

The Goetz case, bearing upon the right of the United States 
to levy a duty on tobacco coming from Porto Rico, is being 
argued before’ the Supreme Court and a decision is eagerly 
expected.

The inspestion of this lot 
is set for Dec. 27, and as the possibility of ‘here 
being some rejected ones comes into consideration 
at least 800 head wil! be taken before buyers 
Will cease purchases, Those thought to be sure to 
pass are bringing $70 to $75, while many others al- 
most equally as good are also being bought pros- 
pectively at figures ranging from $57.00 up.
